F OUR excellent ſermon (preach'd be- 
fore the UNIVERSIT V of Oxford,) 
having been much read and admir'd 
here at London; curiofity prompted 
me to purchaſe and peruſe it.

What a true ſpirit of heavenly meek- 
neſs, chriſtian charity, divine patience, and e-
